• In claim 2, line 2, after the phrase "having a tube", delete the word 'herein' 
and insert the word -therein--. 
The following amendment was made to correct a minor typographical error. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art of record fails to teach or make obvious an exercise device 
comprising a hollow band having an inflatable tube therein, fastening means allowing 
the hollow band to be wrapped around the limbs of a user, and further disclosing a 
segmented limiter plate inside the hollow band adapted to restrict the direction in which 
the inflatable tube is inflated. While segmented bands or plates are known in jewelry, 
one of ordinary skill in the art would not be inclined to place such an element into a 
hollow band adjacent an inflatable tube as known in the exercise or orthopedic wrap 
arts absent hindsight.
